The former won the best-pictu re 
Academy Award and lots of 
money at the box office; the 
latter did neither. 
“I bow to the opinion of the 
masses on ‘Kiss Me, Stu pid,’” 
said Wilder. He ex pressed irri­ 
tation that the film had been 
mentioned. 
He refu sed to admit that he 
had any particu lar point of 
v iew, cau stic or otherwise, in 
his treatments of the American 
scene. 
‘“The Fortu ne Cookie’ is not a 
social treatise, and shou ld not 
be treated as su ch,” he insisted. 
“It is not particu larly joy fu l, 
perhaps. Bu t then, there is so 
mu ch joy in some other films, 
that perhaps I shou ld su pply a 
balance.”

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Democrat Decries Gold 
Picking by De Gaulle

While the Washing ton Robin Hoods of the Red 
Ink still play “ Waltz Me Around .Ag ain. Willie” 
with our g old crisis. Sen. Vance Hartke <D., Ind.) 
properly condemns another inexcusable neg lect. 
Fresh from Paris, this member of the Senate 
Finance Committee has picked up the complaint 
long expressed in this column 
about the g old we allow French 
President Charles de Gaulle to 
pocket. 
French economic spokesmen 
have repeatedly insisted that we 
should double the U.S. g old price 
to $70 an ounce and thus devalue 
the dollar ag ain. 
Many European central bank­ 
ers believe De Gaulle is try ing to 
g et enoug h of a comer on g old to let him achieve 
this. 
The French President obviously couldn't care 
less about the upmsh in our price level and bad 
pocketbook effect this would have on all Americans 
and how our saving s would melt like burnt snow. 
Moreover, the entire free world's postwar inter­ 
national monetary sy stem is founded on the con­ 
vertibility of g old at today 's fixed $35 price and 
the exchang e ratio of the U.S. dollar and British 
pound. De Gaulle violently protests this foundation. 
The De Gaulle strateg y would produce the 
French franc as a key currency out of the wreck­ 
ag e. Yet, althoug h France still owes us $6.7 billion 
In adjusted debts — some so old they g o back 26 
y ears — we still allow De Gaulle sy stematically to 
conduct his declared war on our dollar and draw 
our g old instead of crediting our debts to debtor 
France ag ainst France's debts to us. 
Senator Hartke has sing led out the nonsensical 
g old drain to Paris from Viet Nam which we per­ 
mit De Gaulle to use as added ammunition in his 
over-all attack. 
Eng land makes larg e and continuous pay ments 
In her troops in West Germany . She wisely chang ed 
these from a free-sterling -exchang e basis to a mili- 
tary -scrip basis (as we did abroad during World 
War II) to help reduce the drain on the British 
pound. 


In Viet Nam we likewise pay our troops In 
scrip hut we also pump out incredible amounts of 
U.S. dollars to local civilians, and to Viet Nam 
firms. Much of our taxpay ers’ $1.2 billion to $2 
billion cost per month for the war g oes into local 
construction, local buy ing and non-military econom­ 
ic aid out there. 
Across the g enerations of French occupation 
the Viet Nam economy was built by the French. 
Most of it remains rooted in France. 
Senator Hartke states: “ Apparently as much 
as a third of our non-military outflow Is being 
siphoned back directly to France. Then De Gaulle 
exchang es it for our g old.” 
U.S. Treasury officials quibble on the point. 
They cannot deny that De Gaulle is riding a beauti­ 
ful g old train by cashing in on our taxpay ers’ Viet 
Nam costs. The only alibi they offer is that they 
don't know the exact size of the siphon but they 
“ believe it is less than a third of the total.” 
This is like somebody say ing we are drowning 
in only 12 feet of water, not 16. The treasury is 
forced to ag ree we’re being drowned. 
“ It is an outrag e,” slates Senator Hartke. “ that 
in recog nition of the dollar drain we already pay 
our troops in scrip while continuing to shower 
dollars convertible into g old on local civilians to 
whose support the United States has come. The 
effective way to stop this is to put restrictions on 
the g old co n v ertib ility of our taxpay ers’ dollars 
used in the war area.” 
The full ramifications of our g old crisis are so 
consequential that this crisis makes President J ohn­ 
son’s monetary responsibility now nearly as con­ 
sequential as the Sino-Soviet menace. 
The crisis is a compound of many factors, bred 
of political expediency and bad judg ment. There is 
no sing le solution. This crisis is like a tapestry . 
The picture is created by the individual threads. 
You can only chang e the picture by chang ing the 
threads. 
The Viet Nam g ateway to our g old should be 
closed. A mere U.S. Treasury order can close it. 
A g overnment that is so busy collecting our taxes 
should not be too busy to do an intellig ent thing 
long overdue in the dawdling that has put our 
dwindling g old supply at another new 28 -y ear low.

He knows nothing of poli­ 
tics. We met in the office of an 
old friend of his father’s. He d 
come in to seek the older man’s 
advice and aid. 
“ I ran,” said Ban, “ because 
thing s are g etting so bad in Viet 
Nam. There comes a time when 
one must do something . You 
can be either neg ative or posi­ 
tive. I decided I must be posi­ 
tive. 
“ Young people must do some­ 
thing . I know we can do only a 
little bit.” He held up a thumb 
and fing er about a quarter of an 
inch apart. “ But it must be^done. 
“ I don’t know y et what we can 
do.” 
“ Will I run ag ain for office after 
the constitution is written? I don’t 
know, it depends on whether I 
can accomplish any thing .

Former State Senator and Cir­ 
cuit Court Judge George C. Dix on, 
a resident of Orchard Glen Nurs­ 
ing Home for several y ears, died 
on Saturday , his 85th birthday , aft­ 
er a long illness.
